It Europe Beats 
Starvation Off 


LONDON, April 27—(UP)—A country-by-country survey 
of the European food situation Saturday night discolsed that 
the battle against starvation will be won or lost on dead- 
lines from two weeks to one month hence. 

Bread for only 14 days is available in the British zone of 
Germany. Italy is already dependent upon the black market 
for survival. France has had no} —— 
butter or margarine for a month. 

Britain has two months’ grain 
supply, Holland 12 weeks’. In 
Wurtemburg and Baden, oats 
previously alloted to livestock will 
be used for human consumption. 

The picture of the reports to the 
United Press disclosed that May is 
the crisis month and that if stocks 
are not replenished by that time 
the effects of malnutrition and 
starvation will become more wide- 
spread.

Wounded Jefferses in Travail; 
Battlin’ Bennetts in the Jail 


SAVANNAH, April 27—(UP)—The Feuding Bennetts and Jefferses 


had calmed down Saturday night—but it may have been just because | 


they ran out of bullets. 

Police moved in cautiously late 
Saturday on the feud-wrecked 
house where the fighting families 
had it out last night, searching 
for Woodrow Bennett, who got 
away after the 20-minute shoot- 
ing spree in which five Jefferses 
were wounded and four Bennetts 
jailed. 

They found him in a nearby 
woods and he surrendered with- 
out any difficulty. 

A woman, who said she was 
Mrs. Fred Smith, Woodrow’s sis- 
ter, had told reporters who called 
at the house that Woodrow was 
there and “By God, if they want 
him they can come and get him.” 

Meanwhile, the Jefferses couldn't 
be found—except “Pop,” 55-year- 
old Otis C. Jeffers, who was in

the hospital with leg and face 
wounds. The others were believ- 
ed recuperating at the homes of 
relatives. 

It was “Pop” who stayed on his 
feet, his legs full of shot, pulled 
down a heavy picture frame and 
bashed Woodrow Bennett over the 
head. Woodrow had only a- re- 
volver for defense, and he'd al- 
used that, police said. 

“*Pop’ sure has got guts,” Wil- 
ford Jeffers, his son, said admir- 
ingly. 

When the battle haze lifted, the 
Jeffers half of the two-family 
frame house was wrecked, One 
car was shot up and another had 
its wiring ripped out.

BRITAIN: Cabinet meets next 
week to take further moves to 
conserve grain.

GERMANY, French zone: Food 
consumption below 1,000 calories 
a day—described by authorities as 
slow starvation level.

AUSTRIA: Rations may fall to 
950 calories per day in May. Last 
October Vienna received 20 pounds 
of potatoes per person.

FRANCE: No distribution of 
butter, margarine or oil this 
month. Average ration for two 
meals is about one-third of an 
ounce of meat.

COVINGTON, April 27—Bel- 
mont Dennis, publisher of several 
weekly newspapers, announced 
Saturday he will be a candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor in the 
Democratic primary.

Speaking of more direct repre 
sentation for the people, Dennis 
claimed that a bill to admit Con- 
federate widows into the Confed- 
erate Home in Atlanta had been 
kept off the Senate floor for many 
years. It was passed this year, 
when the Governor permitted it to 
be brought up in the Senate. Den- 
nis said representatives of the peo- 
ple should have the opportunity to 
introduce and debate any Dill 
dealing with the welfare of the 
people, without anyone’s approval 
being required. 

Dennis said he favors continu- 
ing the 50 percent pay raise for 
school teachers. He advocates im- 
proved health facilities so every 
Georgian may have the advan- 
tages of a modern hospital. He 
also advocates an adequate health 
department in every county. Den- 
nis further urges ample pensions 
to care for the aged. He said the 
farmer deserves more considera- 
tion, and the State should see that 
farmers receive adequate prices 
for their labor, time, and material.

As Carmichael Lashes Droolers’ 


MARIETTA, April 27 
home folks’ rally for Jimmy Car- 
michael, vigorous young candidate 
for Governor, got out of hand. 

Planned as a simple little get- 
together of Jimmy’s local friends 
to organize the Cobb County Good 
Government Club and hear a lht- 
tle chat by Carmichael, the pro- 
gram Friday mushroomed into 
what bordered on the launching 
of a campaign 

It grew because delegations 
from many North Georgia and 
some South Georgia counties ex- 
pressed a desire to be present, It 
grew because most of the newspa- 
per editors in North Georgia, al- 
ready committed to support Carmi- 
chael, wanted to hear him speak It 
grew because prominent political 
leaders who in the past had sup- 
ported Talmadge and Rivers want- 
ed to be among the first to in- 
dorse Carmichael and his cam- 
paign to retain good government 
in Georgia. 

Because this little hometown 
rally was attracting such impor- 
tant visitors, Carmichael rewrote 
his talk and added a lot of punch 
_in it. So much punch, in fact, 
that the cheering crowd of nearly 
2000 homefolks and visiting dele- 
gations shook the rafters of the 
Larry Bell Auditorium when the 
powerful orator challenged repre- 
sentatives of all political machines 
to run for Governor so that “the 
forces of good. government may 
smash them all at the same time.” 

The crowd also went wild when 
Carmichael, in his best oratorical 
form, lashed at the leaders of 
“drooling grafters and racketeers.” 

“While these candidates now 
profess their good faith, plead for 
forgiveness and ask for just one 
more chance, they are holding 
forth one hand to thousands of 
Georgians who want good govern- 
ment, and they hold their other 
hand behind their backs, leading 
their little groups of grafters and 
racketeers who are drooling at the 
mouth for an opportunity to eat 
at the public trough again,” the 
speaker said, as the audience loud- 
ly applauded. 

Twenty-four counties sent dele- 
gations to the Carmichael rally 

delegations that enthusiasti- 
cally praised the 36-year-old for- 
mer crusading legislator and war 
plant manager. Many members of 


the General Assembly were pres 


ent. Many school people were 
present. Many editors were pres- 
ent 
people and editors 
didn't believe that a half-million 
new people were rushing to the 
registration booths over Georgia 
today to return to power former 
Governors who already have been 
repudiated by the people. 

Homer Ray, of Moultrie, at- 
tracted a lot of attention when 
he arrived at the barbecue that 
was given for visitors preceding 
the rally. Back in 1942 when Ellis 
Arnall was rufining for Governor, 
Ray was host at a big barbecue 
that launched the campaign of Eu- 
gene Talmadge. Today Ray pre- 
dicts that Carmichael will sweep 
his South Georgia County of Col- 
quitt by a large majority. 

A leader of Sen. Dick Russell’s 
supporters in Georgia’s political 
field expressed belief that Car- 
michael will carry Walton County 
in Northeast Georgia. He was Gus 
Stark. Tax Collector of Walton 
County and prominent political 
ficure.

Lack of OPA Ceilings 
Stays Sale of S00 Cars 


By CARLTON THOMAS, 
INS Staff Correspondent 
Failure of the Office of Price Administration to place a ceiling 
price on automobiles built by the General Motors Corporation Sat- 
urday halted the sale in the Southeast of nearly 500 cars. 


A survey by International News 
Service . revealed that 
four and five hundred GM cars 
are “in storage” at retail dealer 
warehouses in Southeastern cities. 
More cars are “en route” and will 
aiso have to be put “in storage.” 

A conservative estimate placed 
at “more than #000” the number 
of consumer orders now held by 
retailers in the area. 


The figures include Cadillac, 
Buick, Oldsmobile, Pontiac and 
Chevrolet. 

General Motors cars on hand, as 
well as those now en route, are all 
labelled “not to be sold.” One 
dealer exlained that the cars are 
still the property of Genera] Mo- 


tors and are being “farmed out! 


for storage” at dealer points so 
that once the price ceiling is fixed, 
movement to customers can be 
speeded up.” 

He said that GM could not sell 
the cars to dealers until the sale 
price is fixed. 

Other dealers pointed out that a 
ceiling price has been set for cars 
built before the recent GM strike. 
In most cases these cars have been 
sold to persons high on the cus- 
tomers’ waiting list.

| “However, no directive has been 
received from OPA on prices for 
cars manufactured since the auto- 
mobile workers returned to their 
jobs at General Motors. 

The new prices were expected 
to reflect wage increases granted 
the employes. 


Regional OPA officials of Atlan- 
ta said prices had been fixed for 
cars built by other companies. 

One disgruntled dealer emphati- 
cally stated that “the OPA is mak- 
ing us look silly.” 

“A customer sees cars in our 
warehouses and asks ‘when will I 
get mine?’ Our only answer is ‘we 


don’t know.” His next question in- 
variably is ‘how much will it cost?’ 


And we feel silly when we have to 


give the same answer. 

“The question isn’t at what fig- 
ure the cars will be priced—it’s 
getting a price so that we can start 
moving the cars.” : 

Dealer methods of moving the 
cars to customers vary. Some said 
they would set up a priority list, 
giving public servants such as 
physicians, first choice. Others 
said they would stick to a “first 


ordered-first served” basis.

The effectiveness of 2,4-D weed 
killers is dependent upon the tem- 
perature at the time they are ap- 
plied. It is best to apply them on 
warm, sunny days, Below 50 de- 
grees there is little response to the 
action of this chemical. For this 
reason, we suggest the application 
any time after April 15 until mid- 
September, when the temperatures 


are higher and the weeds are more | 


sensitive to the chemical. The 
weeds are also more _ sensitive 
when they are sprayed before they 
reach flowering maturity. 

Under ideal conditions only one 
application of weed killer is neces- 
sary to kill susceptible weeds per- 
manently,. However, a good weed 
eradication program will require 
one or two follow-up sprays. 

As to the effective killing power 
of 2,4-D weed killers the following 
is only a partial list of the ones 
that have been successfully eradi- 
cated: 

Wild lettuce, milkweed, various clovers, 
lambs quarters, poison Ivy, poison oak.

Figures released ~y Charles El- 
liott, Director of the State Game 
and Fish Commission, reveal that 
during the past year 57 persons 
were charged with hunting doves 
over a baited field; 27 with hunt- 
ing doves with unplugged guns; 
32 with hunting doves out of sea- 
son; nine persons with hunting 
ducks out of season, and two with 
hunting protected birds. These 
cases were made y State Wild- 
life Rangers and the total fines 
amounted to $4,019.90. Fifteen 
persons apprehended were given 
suspended sentences, so the aver- 
age fine per violator was $30.90. 
The highest fine was $300 and the 
lowest $5. 

One hundred and six cases are 
still pending, thus bringing the 
total Federal and State cases to 
233. 

Elliott says that if hunters do 
not respect the laws, they are do- 
ing nothing but robbing thenr 
selves and fellow hunters who ob- 
serve the laws. The slaughter of 
doves in the State during the past 
year reached such a proportion 
that both State and Federal au- 
thorities discussed the advisability 
of placing laws in effect which 
would give them protection. In 
some states doves are on the song 
bird list. If hunters wish to pre- 
vent this from happening in Geor- 
gia, the best thing to do would be 
to co-operate with State and Fed- 
eral authorities in bringing viola- 
tors to court.

“God knows,” he said, “I 
never passed the eighth grade. My mother was a woman of con- 
siderable literary taste. She’d write a letter of five pages and 
tell me nothing. My father (who couldn’t spell) could tell me 
everything in five lines. Any ability I have for story telling I got 


from him.” 


Mr. Gould wrote every word of “Yankee Storekeeper” him- 
self. The original manuscript ran to about 100,000 words, and he 
says that it was turned down by a dozen publishers before his 


nephew, John Gould 


(he wrote “The Farmer Takes a Wife”),

Is Written by Georgia Woman

Louise Frederick Hays, whose | 
book “Hero of Hornet’s Nest—A 
Biography of Elijah Clark” has 
been released just in time for the 
Book Fair, admits she is in com- 
piete bondage to history. 

She has delved into 50,000 orig- | 
inal documents, pored through a 
million or more loose papers, and 
inspected a roomful! of old books. 

“T could no more tell a lie these 
days,” says Georgia's State His- 
torian and Director of Archives 
and History, “than I could fly a 
helicopter. I ouldn’t dare. I 
wouldn't have any proof! 

Mrs. Hays found her interest 
quickening five or six years ago 
when she became aware of a cer-. 
tain strong handwriting appearing | 
again and again on the State’s im- | 
portant old documents. It was the 
signature of Elijah Clark. She 
looked him up. He was a stern- 
faced man, she saw at once, but 
courageous and far-seeing. There | 
was a bigness about him, in con- 
cept and accomplishment. She 
promptly fell in love with him. 

Writing her son, James, then a 
captain in the Army overseas, she | 
confided that she was spending 
her days and nights with Elijah | 
Clark, and was utterly fascinated 
bv the man. 


Sudden Blush 


In a sudden blush of maidenli- 
ness, she added a postscript: “Dear 
-— Don't worry about Clark. He's 
been dead 150 years.” 

Since that day, the light in the 
fortress-like Hall of Archives, 
where Mrs. Hays has made her 
home for nine years, has burned 
many a night all night as the eager 
woman ferreted out facts with the 
same determination that long ago 
established her in her hometown, 
Marshaliville in Macon County, as 
their chief “irresistible force.” 

She piled up a mountain of 
facts. She made numerous out- 
lines. Then, laboriously, writing 
each word out in long hand, she 
turned out a 300-page story of a 
fragment in Georgia's illustrious 
history. 

The deeds of Lige Clark, his 
gtoical wife, Hannah, and their 
eight promising sons and daugh- 
ters, could not have fallen into 
more reverent hands.

Aiken Called Dean of Southern Poets

There have been other times in 
the history of American literature 
when there was as great a dearth 
of good poets and good poetry as 
now. Those periods, however, were 
considerably before the memory of 
the present and the past genera- 
tions. Thes first half of the present 
century brought upon the poetic 
horizon of America such notable 
poets as Edwin Arlington Robin- 
son, Robert Frost, Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters, Edna St. Vincent Millay, Con- 
rad Aiken. Elinor Wylie, Stephen 
Vincent Benet, Archibald Mac- 
Leish. Vachel Lindsay, John Gould 
Fletcher, Edwin Markham and pos- 
sibly one or two others of almost 
equal talents. 

From this bright galaxy, only 
Frost, Millay, Aiken, MacLeish, 
Masters and Fletcher remain. And, 
judging from their latest contribu- 
tions, their best work lies definite- | 
lv behind them. | 
“Who, then, shall take their 
places in contemporary literature? 
Are there, at present, any southern 
poets of particularly brilliant 
stature” 

Perhaps the present dean of 
southern poets—although in an 
address a few years ago he claim- 
ed the fact that he was born in 
Savannah did not necessarily 
make him a Southerner—is Conrad | 
Aiken. His lengthy poem, “Crepe | 
Myrtle.” an elegy on the death of|

Bookmaking is an ancient art 
which has produced a group of 
skillful but generally unsung 
craftsmen who take as much pride 
in building a book as an architect 
does in the construction of a grace- 
ful dwelling. 

The 50 best books of 1945, se- 
lected by the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts, are the “ne plus 
ultra’’ for these artisans. Nearly 
600 books produced by 149 pub- 
lishers were submitted to the jury. 
For the first time outside of New 
York they will be on display in 
the Municipal Auditorium during 
the Atlanta Book Fair. 

Working under wartime condi- 
tions, considered the most diffi- 
cult for bookmakers in the last 
20 years, designers, paper makers, 
binders, illustrators, composers and 
printers produced a remarkable 
collection of fine books, accordipg 
to qualified critics who have seen 
the display. Twenty of the books 
selected immediately satisfied a 
severe jury which chose the fin- 
est entries in the fields of gen- 
eral trade books, illustrated trade 
books; juvenile trade books, uni- 
versity trade books, limited edii- 
tions, sponsored books and de- 
signer-classics.

Sit Breeds Madness!’ 


On Nov. 11, 1918, Woodrow Wilson ad- 
dressed Congress on conditions in Europe. 
He said: 

“Hunger does not breed reform; it 
breeds madness, and all the ugly distem- 
pers that make an orderly life impossible.” 


That was 1918. 
It was no new bit of wisdom. 


Homer commented on this fact in his 
Odyssey some 800 years B. C., saying: “A 
hungry stomaeh will not allow its owner 
to forget it, whatever his cares and sor- 
rows.” 

Solomon wrote it into his Proverbs, “If 
thine enemy be hungry, give him bread 
to eat.” 

There is immense good Will in America 
toward the peoples of the world who do 
not have enough to eat; who will die by 
the thousands this winter from diseases 
which easily take hold on a body that is 
weakened by lack of food. 

If they could but eat good will no 
one would hunger. 

But they cannot. 

It is important that we in America rec- 
ognize that a hungry people cannot, and 
will not, be willing to try to make a world 
such as we desire, a world at peace. They 
are not interested in whether your son 
now in his cradle or just beginning to tod- 
die about the house will have to go to war 
20 years from now. They are interested 
in feeding their own children and them- 
selves right now. 


We simply cannot fail to do a very 
real job of feeding the hungry. We can- 
not fill all the need. But we must strive 
to the utmost, accepting any sacrifice 
asked of us. We will not suffer. 

It is important, too, that we recognize 
that all the problems make a pattern. The 
British loan fits into it. It is not possible 
to see how any really thoughtful person 
can oppose this loan. If it is not made, 
Britain will, of necessity, have to turn 
toward Russia. She will have to work out 
a system of quotas and trade agreements 
which will deal exclusively with that 
country. If we do not follow through with 
loan and tariff agreements with Russia 
and with other countries the world can 
do nothing but slip back into the pol- 
icy which followed World War I—a pol- 
icy of narrow isolationism—of isolated 
power grabs—of no co-operation at all. It 
was this policy which created the world 
depression. It was this policy which made 
Hitler possible. It was this policy which 
brought on World War II. 

We are committed to a pfogram of co- 
operation. We, as the richest nation, with 
the most food and the most goods, cannot 
afford to clutch it all to our breast, saying, 
“It is mine.” 

Such a policy will put a uniform on 
your baby of today. It will have the world 
of 20 years from now cringing in terror 
of atomic bombs and weapons now un- 
revealed. 

Such a policy breeds madness, 


A Strike Still Can Be Avoided 


Nobody wins a strike. 

Especially is this true of public utility 
strikes. 

They come within a special field, touch- 
ing all persons using them. And that 
means virtually the entire population. 

The employes of the Atlanta street- 
car and bus system have voted over- 
whelmingly to strike at midnight, April 
30, that being the expiration date of their 
contract. 

This will mean the disruption of all 
business and industry. 

Those who direct and those who work 
for a public utility have a responsibility 


far beyond that of those engaged in other 
enterprises. Disruption of public utilities 
makes the public willing to support meas- 
ures unwanted by workers or manage- 
ment. 

The Constitution urges upon both em- 
ployer and employes that they make every 
effort to resume meetings and negotia- 
tions, making any agreement retroactive 
to April 30. There is still time to avoid 
a strike. In the name of the city and 
its welfare, in which the transportation 
men and management have an interest, 
let them seek to find a way out. before 
midnight, April 30.

Lack of Research 


Editor Constitution: Americans 
should be appalled at how little is 
spent on medical research in the 
United States, and how few re- 
search workers devote any amount 
of time to it. 


Medical research is so important | 


to human welfare that it should 


take the full-time devotion of tens 
of thousands of highly skilled, 
carefully selected investigators. 
Yet, in the United States there is 
only a handful of full-time clinical 
workers who are doing research— 
and this as a stepping stone to a 
teaching position or practice. 
Billions of dollars were spent 
during thegwar in developing the 
atomic bomb as a weapon of war. 
Hundreds of workers devoted con- 
stant time and energy to it. 
Cancer, which is always with us 


in War or in peace, killed twice as | 


many Americans as were killed in 
this last World War. One million 
dollars were spent on it in 1943— 
only a small part of which went 
to study the cause of it. (That 
same year one company spent $17,- 
000,000 for advertising soap.) 
Diseases of the heart and blood 


vessels in 1943 killed more than. 


half a million and were responsi- 
ble for the disability of eight and 
a half million persons in the 
United States. Yet, in 1944 $615.,- 
000 were devoted to research in 
these diseases. (More than $31.,- 
000,000 were spent for cigarette 
advertising.) 

In science as in other fields it 
takes money to produce results. 
With the cancer drive coming up 
Jet's keep in mind what Dr. Theo- 
dore Kilump said in a recent arti- 
cle: “The cost of the atomic bomb 
is an easily remembered yardstick 
egainst which we can measure 
what we can afford to spend to 
pave lives.”

The faith that I am immortal 
now carries with it the belief 
that all men are immortal, and 
with it a consciousness of my 
obligation to deal with others as 
with immortal beings.

of a human being. Here is the 
charter of human rights. “All 
men are endowed by their Creator 
with certain inalienable rights.” 
Such a faith carried into our 
daily living would mean that all 


of our human relations are im- 
mortal. There can be no racial, 
religious, or social discrimina- 
tions, since all men have these 
inalienable rights as divine gifts. 
That is the reason in Jesus’ pic- 
ture of the final judgment, the 
test for eternity shall be our treat- 
ment of human beings in time. 


Involved, too, in this question 
of belief in immortality is our 
whole definition of education. 
If we believe that bread is suf- 
ficient for the human .§ life, then 
our task is to develop bread-win- 
ners. If our belief is that life 
consists only of what we can see 
and touch—apprehend with the 
telescope, microscope and retort— 
then we have already marked the 
limitations of the life of the child 
and must confine his education— 
his development — to the circum- 
ference of the five senses. 

This is not a discussion of re- 
wards and punishments—not what 
we shall receive or what will hap- 
pen to us after death, It is rather 
the question of what we shall do 
and be today, in the light of the 
faith that we are made of stuff 
which will go on growing and 
developing always. Experience 
has proven that today is the child 
of yesterday, and that tomorrow 
will be born out of today.

The name of the man who will preside over 
the House next January is beginning to be dis- 
cussed among candidates for the Legislature. 

Although Roy Harris had long talked of running for Governor, mem- 
bers of the General Assembly just sort of expected to see him in 
the Speaker’s chair when another legislative session rolled around. 
His upset by the Independents in the Richmond County primary 
has eliminated Harris. No one has formally announced that he 
would seek the Speaker’s seat, but three have been prominently 


mentioned for the job. 


Roy McGinty, State Senator from Calhoun, is expected to run 
for the House and for the Speakership. Walter Harrison, of Millen, 
has been mentioned for this post. Both of these men led the unsuc- 
cessful fight to lift the ban on Gov. Arnall serving a second term, 
They hardly would oppose each other for the Speakership. 


Speaker Pro Tem Fred Hand, of Pelham, has been indorsed for 
the speakership by Columnist Lee Kelley in the Thomasville Times- 
Enterprise. 

Rep. Charlie Gowen, of Brunswick, is being mentioned for the 
post by The Brunswick News. While Hand and Floor Leader Adie 
Durden, of Albany, both ranked above Gowen in the past Legis 
lature, many at that time thought Charlie was being groomed as 
Harris’ successor with the consent of Hand and Durden. This was 
with the understanding, of course, that Harris—whom the trio sup- 
ported in the amendment fight—ran for the governorship instead 
of for Speaker. These three are close personal friends of Harris, 
and followed him when he split with Gov. Arnall on the amend- 
ment fight, but there is no chance of them following Harris into 
the camp of a reactionary candidate for Governor. 

The fight for the governorship may be

At. the people, they said, just write the story so 
al * that people reading it may think of their own 
town, and of themselves. For the things we want to talk about are 
the same everywhere. In this town, in this county. In the next 
county and the one beyond that, throughout all Georgia, throughout 
the South and the nation. The land may look a little different 
elsewhere, flatter or more rolling, and the voices of the people 
may sound a little different. But the things that are needed are 
the same everywhere. In this town. In this county. In the next 
their weaknesses and their strength are just the same. 


They took me up on the roof of the bank building. Four stories 
high, so that we could see the picture whole. There was the square 
with its green grass and its trees in the full green leaf of Spring, 
and the stone Courthouse. There were the flat roofs of the business 
houses around the square, housing the hardware store and the 
feed store, the grocery store and the drug store, the pool room, 
the filling station, the drygoods store and the offices of the news- 
papers. | 

Just beyond the business section were the mills. The big cotton 
mills and the smaller chenille mills, the braid mills and the yarn 
mills and the planing mill. And around them the small clustered 
houses of the mill workers. Then residential streets where the 
doctors, the lawyers, the merchants lived, the streets of the big 
shade trees whose branches arch over the shingle roofs of the 
white clapboard houses with the rambling piazzas shaded by 
climbing vines. And jutting up above the top branches of the 
big trees were the spires of the churches, the two Baptist Churches, 
the Methodist Church, and the Presbyterian. 

The schools are there beneath the trees. The gram- 
One Land mar school, the high school, and on the near hill, 
the college. And crowding close in upon the town with its stores 
and churches, homes and schools, were the fields and the pastures 
and the wood lots of the farming country, stretching away in the 
distance, red with the bright, new earth of Spring, green with the 
living color of grains and grasses. And beyond the hills on the 
horizon, the smoke of mills from other communities which, seen 
from above would look just the same as this on a smaller scale. 


Seeing it so clearly here it seems so plain that here is one land 
and one people who depend upon each other, whose interests are 
ail the same, who only can prosper as all prosper.

Seeing it so plainly as one picture, it seems so easy of analysis— 
what each needs so that all may live well. The pattern of progress 
seems so clear. Since all wealth comes from the soil, let us first 
improve the soil and the uses of the soil and that will solve the 
problem by increasing the income of the farm. But the improve- 
ment of the soil is a difficult and complicated matter which re- 
quires much knowledge. 


Very well, then, let us first begin with the schools. Let us 
first teach the young how to live on the land in happiness and 
prosperity. But good schools cost money and well-trained teachers 
must be well-paid teachers and when the land is poor the people 
are poor, and how will the schools be supported? 


Maybe industry is the answer. Let us bring in more industry 
to add to our communities’ wealth and from that industry support 
the schools to train the people how better to use their land. Yet 
industry does not wish to come to those communities where 
the people are poor and unhealthy, where the labor pool is low 
because many of the better people have left the community. 


Well, then, let us start with the welfare angle, with public 
health. Let us raise the standards of the health of our people, 
let us keep our young at home by giving them playgrounds and 

Oo omege3 equipment and youth centers and by teaching them to 
plant flowers in their yards. And still this is not- the answer, for 
relief does not get at root problems. Medicine cannot cure economic 
ills from which physical ills spring. The beautifying of a farm can- 
not overcome the obstacles low farm income imposes. 


Thus at every point of specialized attack, thorny barriers to 
progress arise which only can be gotten at from some other angle.

in? What, then, is the first step? They think they 
Where Begin! have found it here. It is the marshaling, first, 
of all the spiritual resources of the community. It is putting to 
work the Christian spirit. It is the wiping out of the little suspi- 
cions and distrusts and jealousies that split any community into 
factions. It is the job of harnessing all the power of the community 
to the same cart so that they may all pull together. 

Its details are basic. It is convincing the Baptist and the Presby- 
terian that the Methodist is willing to work with them if they 
will work with him. It is convincing the little churches in the coun- 
try that the big city churches are friendly to them. It is convincing 
the man on the farm that the man in town does have a genuine 
interest in his welfare—that he is not trying to “dictate,” he is 
trying to help.

It is convincing the college that the man 
at the mill is not aware that the people of his mill community 
need many things that are not provided and that he is willing to 
see they get them if somebody will point the way. It is convincing 
‘two belligerent editors that, no matter how deeply each may be 
convinced the other is a skunk, the job of both so far as thé com- 
munity is concerned is the same—to push with all their editorial 
might the common cause of the community. 

It is bringing together all the divers interests of the community 
—the man who thinks that the land is first, the man who thinks 
that health comes first, the man who thinks that schools come 
first, the man who thinks that industry comes first—to show them 
that none is a first thing actually, and that all are first—that 
the common good can only be served by marshaling all the power 
of the community into one group. And then, slowly, steadily, going 
ahead on all fronts at once—not so fast that the lethargic ones 
will be left behind, not so slowly that the eager ones will lose 


. interest. 

That is the beginning that has been made here. 
No Boundary Nobody is trying to grab credit, or get any 
personal publicity. I think they are sincere in saying they don’t 
want names mentioned. They are conducting an exercise in applied 
Christianity. So far it is working well. Not all the cantankerous- 
ness that human nature is heir to has been wiped out. Not all 
the lethargy that overwhelms any community has been transmuted 
into action.

Imagine. For years young moth- 
ers have been a slave to the clock 
and the schedule on the kitchen 
wall. For years the mother of a 
new-born baby has fed him at 6, 
10, 2, 6, 10, 2—whether he liked 
it or not. And if he got hungry 
say at 12 o’clock—what _ tran- 
spired? 

HIS LUNGS went into action, of 
course. He screamed and he 
screamed and he screamed. And 
his mother, being a new hand at 
the game, rushed to the phone and 
asked the doctor what to do next. 
Some doctors, callous things, re- 
plied tersely, “Give him a drink 
of water, change his pants and 
take yourself a walk.” 

It was gruelling but mama did 
it, ostensibly with the idea that 
Junior was being conditioned to 
getting hungry on schedule. Our 
Junior wasn’t. We were the one 
who was getting conditioned—and 
about the time we got to the point 
where we could get out of bed, 
warm the night bottles and deliver 
them cribside without waking up, 
presto, Junior was no longer hun- 
gry. On one baby there was a pe- 
riod of three days when we skulk-

‘ed around, overcome with guilt 
‘and shame, because he _ hadn't 
taken the 10 o'clock bottle for 
three nights and we hadn't forced 
him to. On the fourth day we con- 
fessed ous guilty secret to the 
baby’s doctor and he laughed 
easily. 

“Oh, I forgot to tell you, that 
should be on your schedule. They 
don’t usually want the 10 o'clock 
feeding after about the third 
month. You can go to bed early 
now.” 


THERE was no such thing as 
five minutes’ leeway in either di- 
rection in the schedule. Once the 
baby’s grandmother suggested that 
she take him out in his carriage 
at a time plainly .earmarked 
“Bath.” We were horror-stricken. 
Violate the mighty schedule? 
Never! 

Of course, grandmothers have 
ever had a lamentable lack of re- 
spect for schedules where babies 
are concerned. Our babies’ grand- 
‘mothers, both of them, were tell- 
ing us seven years ago that it was 
a good idea to feed a baby when 
he was hungry—and, not too tact- 


being miserably unscientific. They 
‘were well-meaning ladies, the 


\grandmothers were, but what did 
‘they know about babies? 


ONE of them had an answer 
“More than that young doctor,” 
she said. “He may Know all about 
sick ones—but how many children 
has he brought up along with run- 
ning a house, putting out a wash- 
ing and feeding the rest of the 
family? Schedule, indeed!” 

Of course, the pediatricians if 
they are really easing up on the 6- 
10-2-6-10-2 routine as they appar- 
ently are, may have other reasons 
besides getting out the family 
wash. But if this revolutionary 
thing is coming to pass, if they 
are going to say and mean it, 
“Feed when hungry,” what is a 
young mother to expect next?

89 percent of whom say they have 
no interest whatever in learning 
to fly. 

Men are somewhat better pros- 
for flying school salesmen 
than women, the poll finds. Civil- 
jan Aeronautic Administration fig- 
‘ures on the number of women 
holding private flying certificates 
also bears this out. Of the more 
‘than 100,000 persons holding cer- 
tificates for private flying on Jan. 
1, 1945, only slightly more than 
4,000 were women.

Phil Says Mothers 
Are Necessary

It all began this way: Robert | 
and I had made a transcription 
over at Station WAGA, and on 
the afternoon in Thomaston when 
we tried to listen to ourselves, 
there was apparently a battle to 
the death among the transmitters, | 
the elements, and a little local 
complication of a parade of cater-| 
pillar trucks. We had gathered 
in the neighbors, Miss Jessie, 
Aunt Isla, and telephoned the 
shut-in ladies to be sure to listen. 
Imagtne, then, our embarrassment 
when all we heard was the clos- 
ing line, “Thank you, Evelyn Han- | 
na and Robert Sommerville, for 
being our guests this evening. Be 
sure to tune in next week for our 
Personality Parade.” 


IT WAS so frustrating that we 
felt like Edgar Kennedy in the 
movies. Then we recalled that 
Mrs. Gatlin, of WAGA, had told 
us the transcription disc was ours 
if we wanted it, and we could 
have a regular-sized record made 
from it. So, on our next visit to 
the city we called on WAGA, re- 
ceived the disc and the following 
instructions: “Take it over to Phil

wait.” 

We went along to 323 Walton 
Building and there he was — a 
slight, sort of dark, graying little | 


man with that smile I told you! 
about, and he was working like} 
a beaver. “I can’t stop in the) 
middle of the record I am making | 
now, but if you could wait 15 min- | 
utes, I’ll have it for you.” Well, | 
he stayed two hours, simply be- 
cause we were fascinated with 
Phil and his studio. 

There was one machine playing 
the original disc at a certain 
speed and another machine taking 
it down on a smaller record at 
another tempo—or maybe I mean 
revolutions—(I never could pass 
physics, even in high school)—and 
there was Phil juggling a thous- 
and little gadgets, writing down 
the closing line, reaching for his 
glasses, listening over his ear 
phone, and telling us anecdotes 
about his work. 


“THE MOST embarrassing 
thing that ¢an happen,” he said, 
“is to be making a record for 
someone and find that I have for- 
gotten to press one little button 
somewhere and the machine isn’t 
recording. That doesn’t happen 


would

It would have to stay 
day when he could throw it into 


to me often, but it can. I sup 
pose I ought to have a staff to 
help me, but they’d just get in 
my way. I can do it quicker by 
myself.” 

We saw what he meant, for he 
got around like a motorized water- 
melon seed, and although he had 
carefully seated us, we were al- 
ways popping up to see how some 
thing worked, and bumping in‘o 
Phil. But we dearned. We learned 
that P. C. Bangs (this is Phil), 
gets up for 7 o'clock transcriptiors 
(hillbilly songs, I believe), rushes 
them off by air mail, makes rec- 
ords for Brazilian coloraturas, 
dance bands, “translates” discs 
made overseas by men in the 
armed forces for their parents, 
and in general works about 40 
hours a day, eight days a week. 

During the war a man brought 
mn a record one day to be con- 
verted like ours, and as Phil lis- 
tened he remarked, “that sounds 
like Joe.” It was Joe. The boy, 
who was in India at the time, had 


‘made a record for his father—not 


thinking for a moment that it 
land at the studio of his 
friend Phil Bangs. Two years lat- 
er he walked in and thanked Phil. 


But all of those boys who mace 
records did not come back. “Some- 
times mothers would come in with 
a transcription that had been 
made by their sons in the air force 
—-just before they made their last 
flight,” Phil told us. 

It was when Phil was. playing 
our record back for us that we 
got on the subject of technicalities 
and we got the other story about 
mothers. A master record is made 
on beautiful red vinol for the biz 
Eastern studios and they mak? 
hundreds of copies from it. Phil 
sends ’em off every day. On ar- 
rival they are carefully cleaned, 
sprayed with gold dust, then sub- 
jected to 370 tons of pressure, and 
a “negative” is made from which 
the positive records are later tak- 
en. But a negative will only make 
75 or 100 discs, and sometimes 500 


‘copies are wanted, as in the case 
of the WAC recording for a re 


campaign. Consequetly, 
called “mothers” 
have to be made from which more 
“masters” may be obtained. 

So, Phil thought no‘hing of it 
when he received a wire from one 
of the Eastern studios one dav 
saying, “ARE MOTHERS NECES- 
SARY?” He wired back, “MOTH- 
ERS ARE NECESSARY.” The 
next thing he knew he was sus- 
pected of being a Nazi spy. West- 
ern Union called him by tele- 
phone, “Is that message in code”’” 
Phil assured them that it was pure 
English and not code. But the stu- 
dio, anxious over the delay, cabled 
again, “ARE MOTHERS NECES- 
SARY?” In disgust Phil replied, 
“YES, DAMMIT, MOTHERS ARE 
NECESSARY.” And _ so, Robert

Apartments for World War II Vets 
To Be Occupied, Owned by Them 


A group of modern apartments, 


containing 28 units of approxi- 
mately five rooms each, built on a 
co-operative plan, whereby each 
occupant will own his apartment, 
is now being sponsored, and will 
soon be erected by a group of 
World War II veterans. 

The corporation has been char- 
tered under the name of Co-opera- 
tive Apartments, Inc., headed by 
Jack W. Newton as President; 
Paul B. Barker, Vice President, 
and Alexander T. Ragan, Jr., Sec- 
retary - Treasurer. All are Atlan- 
tans and veterans of the late war. 

Plans for the apartments have 
already been prepared by R. J. J. 
Locatell, local architect, and the 
work will be started within the 
next two or three weeks. 


The apartments will be erected 
in the Peachtree Hills subdivision, 
on the northeast corner of Peach- 
tree Hills Avenue and Virginia 
Place, N. E. 


The erection of co-operative 
apartments in Atlanta, while struc- 
tures under this plan have been 
built in some extreme Northern 
and Western States, will be new 
to this city and section. The plan 
to organize a group of World War 
II veterans in this city for the 
purpose of building co-operative 
apartments is the idea and plan 
of Jack Newton, well-known young 
businessman, who has been out 
of the Army Air Force for the past 
seven months, He served in the 
amred forces for five years, and 
upon his return to Atlanta con- 


ceived the idea of building homes 
for war veterans in a co-operative 
way 

The other officers for the organ- 
ization are also ex-Army Air Force 
officers and are well known in the 
city. Already a major part of the 
quota of veterans to take stock 
and become owners and occupants 
of the 28 units have been secured. 
Each has subscribed a substantial 
and like amount to create a build- 
ing and working force for the 
organization. 

Each unit in the apartments will 
be approximately of five large 
rooms, which includes two bed- 
rooms. The materials to be used 
will be of solid masonry, with 
some of the apartments two stories 
and some three stories. They will 
be modern in every particular, in- 
cluding all utilities, with radiant 
heating produced through pipe 
coils buried in the floors and ceil- 
ings. This is a new heating meth- 
od for this section, but is proving 
very popular in sections where it 
has been in use. Plenty of large 
closet space has been provided for 
each unit, and there will be ample 
playgrounds for children. 

Mr. Newton says that this home 
proposition is open only to veter- 
ans of World War II, and that 
each one going in on the co-opera- 
tive plan to live and own their 
own apartment must be a married 
man, or become one before mov- 
ing into his apartment. Only a few 
more applications can be accepted 
for ownership in the first 28 units 
to be built.

Fair Pricing Formula 
Urged by Producers 


To speed up production of 
scarce building materials needed 
to build veterans’ homes, Douglas 
Whitlock, chairman of- the Ad- 
visory Board of the Producers’ 
Council, national organization of 
building product manufacturers, a 
few days ago urged the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee 
to amend the OPA law to include 
a fair pricing formula under which 
manufacturers and distributors au- 
tomatically could compute their 
own permissible ceiling prices. 

Testifying before the Commit- 
tee, Whitlock pointed out that this 
fair pricing proposal would en- 
able manufacturers to obtain the 
reasonable rate of profit specified 
in the OPA bill as passed by the 
House of Representatives, but 
would relieve the OPA of the 
huge task of computing fair ceil- 
ing prices for each line made by 
each manufacturer. 

He proposed that Congress set 
up the formula, stipulating the 
base periods to be used in calcu- 
lating profits and providing cri- 
teria to guide the manufacturer or 
distributor in determining the rate 
of profit and the ceiling prices to 
which he is entitled.

ate I was a youngster, 
teaching a country school, 


I knew an old farmer who was 
a kind of walking anthology. 

Whenever he read anything 
he liked in the Farmers’ Alma- 
nac, or the Country Gentleman, 
or Bright Sunny Days, a Sun- 
day weekly he subscribed for, 
he used to cut it out and slip 
it under the sweatband of his 
old hat. 

Often I stopped to talk with 
him for the pure joy of seeing 
him pull off his hat as he began 
to be excited and look for the 
quotation which, as he com- 
monly remarked, said exactly 
what he thought much better 
than he could say it himself. 

I remember one in particu- 
lar he showed me after relating 
his difficulties with a cantank- 
erous neighbor. 


**Some men are like the stump 
the old farmer had in his field 
—- too hard to uproot, too 
knotty to split, and too wet 
and soggy to burn. The neigh- 
bors asked him what he did 
about it. ‘Well, now, boys,’ he 
answered, ‘if you won't tell 
the secret, [’ll tell you. I just 
plowed around it.’ ”’ 

I wish I could convey the 
delight with which my old 
friend read this anecdote. 

“Who do you s’pose said 
that?’ he asked me. “Old Abe 
Lincoln said that, but by gar, 
I thought of it by myself afore 


I ever knowed he said it.” 
Once when I turned in at 
his lane to visit the old farmer, 
he showed me longer quota- 
tions, many of them “poetry,” 
which he had tacked upon his 
granary door, and even on the 
partitions in his horse barn. I 
can see him standing there, 
stoutly, legs apart, reading 
aloud some of the passages. 
“What do you think o’ this 


. now? or ““That’s what I call 


sense—yjes’ downright sense,”’ 
or “Don’t that fellow know 
what's what!”’ 


I tHouGHT afterward, as I 
tramped up the town road, 
how most of us have collec- 
tions of sayings we live by.

to do — but he’s a big man 


HERE is probably no one on earth who 
f wormed law and order more imposingly 
than Sheriff James Welch of Carroll County, 
New Hampshire. 

Sheriff Welch is a mountain of a man. He 
stands just short of six feet and weighs 295 
pounds. As a youth he drove ox teams taking 
timber off the hills, and he often speaks of 
oxen that “girt’’ seven feet. His own body 
girts a good five-and-a-half at the waistline. 

He has a massive head and a face that is 
handsomely featured. His gait is elephantine 
but swift, and his talk, as free as a South- 
erner’s, has a flat twang that is strictly 
Yankee. Despite his 69 years, he is solid. “I 
drink a little beeah now and then,” he says,

Not long ago, a spokesman for the FBI 
said: ‘““The county sheriff is the backbone of 
the law in this country.’ America has 3,070 
counties. The day-to-day jobs, if not the 
physical proportions, of their sheriffs are typi- 
fied by Welch. 


Rounding Out Fourth Term 


He nas been senior law-enforcement officer 
of his county for 16 years. His office is elective, 
and he’s rounding off his fourth term. The 
shrievalty is a big one — 955 square miles 
with 15,000 people in the winter and 75,000 
in the summer. 

Welch has seven deputies, including one 
woman. He may apprehend criminals in any 
part of the state, but his jurisdiction ends at 
the state line “‘unless in hot pursuit.”’ There 
are no police officers, including the state 
police, whose authority is greater than his. 
The only person who can arrest the Sheriff 
is the coroner, who probably never will. 

Welch is a farmer, and a very success- 
ful one. His home, a rambling place at 
the foot of Mt. Whittier, has sheltered 
Welches for 150 years. It is called Spruce 
View Farm, and its cows and vegetables are 
steady prize winners at the Carroll County 
Fair. Welch has a wife and eight children, all 
living. “‘I'm a family man,” he says. “I was 
one of sixteen children myself.”’ 

Farm and family have never conflicted 
with sheriff duties. Twenty years ago, when 
Welch was first appointed a deputy sheriff, 
his wife threatened to leave the house. “‘She 
thought I’d get myself shot,”’ he recalls, “‘but 
I told her to forget it, and she did.” 


Gives Criminals Square Deal 


SINCE a good part of all offenders’ time is 
spent on the lam, a good part of the Sheriff's 
time is spent chasing them and bringing them 
back for prosecution. Welch has extradited 
criminals from 27 states, including California, 
and his burly figure is a familiar sight in 
police headquarters all over the country. 

As an officer of the law, Sheriff Welch is 
guided by simple considerations. “I figure 
it, I have a duty to protect the community 
and a duty to see that every criminal, or 
suspect, gets a square deal from me. That 
way I have no trouble with anybody.” 

The Sheriff hardly ever carries a gun. 

"4 “Don’t need one,” he says. “I’ve had them 
a point guns at me dozens of times, but they 
— almost never shoot. I tell you, most criminals 

are scared to death. If you go waving fire- 
SHERIFF WELCH: His rugged face shows the qualities his job requires — persistence, common sense and courage arms at them, they get panicky, and that’s 


when they start shooting. A lot of cops are 
killed that way. 

“TI remember one rascal we ran down after 
he stole some liquor from a tavern. I'd known 
him for years. I said, ‘Lester, you listen to 
me. You don’t know what you're letting 
yourself in for with that pistol. Give it here. 
I’m not armed and I’m not going to hurt you.’ 

“Why, right away, he gave me the gun 
and broke down and started sobbing and 
carrying on. He was all worked up. If I’d 
threatened him with a gun, he’d probably 
shot right at me.”’ 

One night the Sheriff was called to handle 
a tough character who was picking fights at 
a country dance. He was a big man, and when 
the Sheriff told him to behave himself or get 
out, he sassed him back. 

“I warned him,” says Welch, “that if he 
didn’t move, I’d have to move 
him. Well, he didn’t move, so I 
reached out and roughed him up 
a bit and then I sat on him, and 
then he got up and went away.” 

Without realizing it, the Sheriff 
had bested the state heavyweight 
champion. 

Most of the Sheriff's duties are 
on a less primitive plane. He says 
that in his country the law has to 
contend with two kinds of crimi- 
nals —- the local bad boys and the city crooks 
who think the rural districts will be easy 
pickings. “‘Both kinds,”’ he says, “are coming 
to know that this isn’t a good place to operate. 
They have one advantage. The area is big. 
There are lots of long, dark, country roads 
and there aren’t enough officers to patrol 
thoroughly. Against that there’s the fact that 
a stranger in these parts is noticed, and it’s 
hard to hide unless you want to take a chance 
of starving in the woods.” 

If a suspicious character is seen in the 
countryside, the Sheriff gets dozens of calls. 
He investigates all of them. This way, trouble- 
makers are kept moving from county to 
county by sheriffs jealous of their records. 


Caught Turkey Lady 


A rypicat example is that of an operator 
whom the Sheriff calls, ““The Turkey Lady — 
and a very elegant woman, too.” 

Her real name was Jane Roark, though she 
had a string of aliases. She had been making 
the rounds of Carroll County turkey farms, 
buying up all their birds and directing that 
they be sent to New York City for a big 
lawyers’ banquet. She had written bad checks 
for a total of $900. Presumably a New York 
confederate was cashing in on the turkeys. 

Shortly after the Sheriff got wind of her, 
he was in the market for some turkeys, him- 
self. When he stopped at a farm to order 
them, the people told him they had just sold 
their last one to a woman from New York. 

“Listen,” he said, “‘you send that woman a 
wire saying the turkeys missed today’s train, 
but that you'll send them surely on the noon 
train tomorrow.” 

Then he called the New York police to 
prepare them for Miss Roark. The next day 
they spotted her at the station, but she 
persuaded them it was a case of mistaken 
identity and escaped. 

Welch, thoroughly disgusted, showered the 
nation with handbills picturing the woman 
and announcing that she had been arrested 
before on charges of extortion, blackmail, 
forgery and procuring. He added that he 
would be glad to extradite her from anywhere. 

Months later, he heard she was doing a 
good turkey business in Wisconsin, but she 
came a cropper when she brought the racket 
east again and was caught in Montgomery, 
N. Y. Sheriff Welch put on his pin-stripe 
suit, his black shoes and his gray Homburg 
and brought her back to justice. 


That was a short haul, and no trouble, but 
the long extradition journeys present prob- 
lems. Most prisoners come along quietly 
cnough, but some try to make a break. 

Whenever possible. the Sheriff travels with 
them in a train bedroom. He promptly turns 
the prisoner’s clothes over to the porter, and 
at night does the same with his own, just in 
case the prisoner should be humorless enough 
to make off in them. 


Tricks With Handcuffs 


Ir’s against the law to handcuff anyone to 
a moving vehicle. But the Sheriff doesn’t 
often ride with the prisoner attached to him. 
One trick is to handcuff both wrists with the 
chain running behind the prisoner. It's fairly 
comfortable, but restrictive. An even more 
effective technique is that of putting one cuff 
on a wrist, the other on an ankle. 
Woman prisoners are a special 
problem, of course, which is why 
the Sheriff has one female 
deputy. The only prisoner the 
Sheriff ever lost during extradi- 
tion was a man who jumped out 
of an automobile, but he was 
recovered, bruised and docile, a 

few minutes later. 
Good sense, persistence, fear- 

"> lessness and amiability have 
made Welch a successful sheriff. But he 
doesn't think the story is complete without 
giving credit to children. 

“One thing I’m real proud of,”’ he says. 
**In all my years as sheriff. I’ve never had 
a youngster throw a rock or a snowball at 
me. Matter of fact, they’ve helped me. 

“Take last summer. We have a lot of 
vacationers up here, you know, and in July 
one of the camps was being robbed. All I 
found out was that some of the farm kids 
had seen strangers around the place. 

“Well, I got the names of the kids, and then 
I went to the schoolhouse. I said, ‘Hello, boys 
and girls, I’m here because of these robberies 
up at the camp. Now I'll tell you what I'll do. 
I'll give a dollar box of candy to the one who 
can give me the best description of the 
strangers you've seen.’ 

“Seven or eight of these children tried, but 
the descriptions were awful vague. And then 
a little bit of a girl — I remember her hands 
were all chapped up — she said, ‘I saw two 
men and one of them had eyes that looked all 
white inside and his eyebrows went right 
across his nose.’ 

“‘Well, there’s a fellow who looks just like 
that. I knew him because he’d been in trouble 
before, and I knew where to find him. My 
deputies got him the same day and he was 
the one who'd been doing the robbing.”’ 


Popular With Both Parties 


Next December, Sheriff Welch’s present 
term will expire. There’s no sense in his run- 
ning again because he’d have only six months 
to serve before the retirement age. Already, 
people talk of making him a deputy, and he 
says that if one of his own men became 
Sheriff, he’d be glad to serve under him. 

There's not much doubt that he could have 
a fifth term if he were younger. In the last 
election, he was nominee on both the Republi- 
can and the Democratic tickets. 

One day, during the campaign, he happened 
into the office of the County Agent in Con- 
way, N. H. The Agent, standing by the 
window, beckoned him over. “Listen to this,” 
he said. Outside, a group of men were arguing. 
One in particular was glorifying Welch. 

“I don’t understand you,” said another. 
‘“‘He’s put you in jail twenty times.”” 

“It don’t matter,”’ the man insisted. “I’m 
voting for him. He never done a thing to me 
without telling me straight to my face that 
he was going to do it.” The End

Give Death A Holiday! 


BY MAJOR GENERAL PHILIP B. FLEMING 


The frightening toll of highway 
accidents must be stopped. This 
is our fifth Forecast for America 


oT long ago I heard a man say, ““What 

car manufacturers ought to do is print 
the word ‘Death’ in large red letters on every 
speedometer’s dial, with the ‘D’ starting on 
the numeral 50, the ‘E’ on 60, and so on.” 

That, of course, is a grisly thought; few 
of us would relish seeing such a thing on our 
dashboards. I remember the suggestion prin- 
cipally because the man who uttered it was 
lying in a New York hospital where he had 
already spent 11 weeks after an automobile 
crash. 

He was a victim of the mania which 
seemed to seize America at the end of 
the war, when the country was able to 
drive again without wartime restrictions. 
Immediately after V-J Day, in August, the 
highway fatality rate jumped 30 per cent over 
the figure for August in the preceding year. It 
continued to climb to a 40 per cent increase, to 
44 per cent, to 49 per cent. It is still mounting. 

The situation has alarmed a good many 
people, including the President. It is, after all, 
a national threat. It costs us men and man- 
power, to say nothing of grief for countless 
families; industrially it costs us millions in 
a slow-up of production. 

And so President Truman recently did 
something which has never been done before. 
He called a Presidential Conference — set for 
May 8, 9 and 10--to devise means for 
making our streets and highways safer. To 
it he has invited the governors of the 48 
states and their staffs, municipal chiefs, police 
officials and representatives of all agencies 
interested in safe driving. He asked me to 
serve as its chairman because, through the 


Administrator, Federal Works Agency 


Public Roads Administration, I am responsi- 
ble for matters relating to highways and 
highway transport. 

In writing of his deep concern with the 
increase of traffic accidents the President 
said, ““The loss of life, the bodily injuries 
and the destruction of property resulting from 
these accidents are a drain upon the nation’s 
resources which we cannot possibly allow to 
continue.” 

I had hardly received his letter when the 
record for January, 1946, reached my desk: 
more than 3,000 deaths — almost a 50 per 
cent increase over 1945! 

For years, of course, any number of agencies 
have been sponsoring safety campaigns. Some 
of these campaigns have been national in 
scope, some state-wide, some local. The 
National Safety Council has long been award- 
ing annual prizes to those cities and states 
which show the best records in fighting for 
safety. And figures indicate that communities 
which went all-out against traffic accidents — 
Lansing, Michigan, for example — were able 
to reduce their number almost by half. 


Accident Rate Jumped 


Stitt, along came the end of gasoline ration- 
ing at a time when most cars were more than 
eight years old, their parts badly worn; and 
America, intoxicated by its new freedom of 
travel, seemed to forget much of what it 
had been taught. 

The President’s Conference faces a grave 
task. In preparing for it I asked Colonel Light 
B. Yost to serve as its Executive Director. 
Colonel Yost knows traffic and its hazards. 
During the war he directed military-highway 
traffic in North Africa, Sicily and France. 
For several weeks he has been at work with 
Public Roads Commissioner Thomas H. Mac- 
Donald, who is Chairman of the Co-ordinating 


Committee for the Conference. And we have 
created eight subsidiary committees to con- 
sider eight different aspects of the safety 
problem. These committees are made up of 
experts in specialized fields and of distin- 
guished laymen — men like former Supreme 
Court Justice Owen J. Roberts. 

What are the facts that confront them? 
What are the principal causes of accidents? 

There is no one cause. We do know, how- 
ever, that certain factors loom large — care- 
lessness, recklessness and speed. : 

Let us consider speed. Fatal speeds are not

necessarily racing speeds, or even violations 
of speed limits. Compliance with legal speed 
limits is no guarantee of safety. On an icy 
pavement, no sane driver expects to travel as 
fast as the legal limit. 

Speed is an insidious thing. On the open 
highway you pick up speed almost without 
realizing it. Your car is under complete con- 
trol, you have no feeling of strain, and you 
sense no danger. But when you travel at 60 
miles per hour you are rolling along at 88 
feet per second. In case of emergency it would 
take you 240 feet to bring your car to a stop. 
A lot can happen in 240 feet, or four fifths 
the length of a football field. 


Young Drivers Are Guilty 


Yourtn is another ma jor factor in accidents. 
Though statistics vary in. different states, 
depending on local regulations, teen-agers are 
at the wheels of a high percentage of cars 
which crash. In many states boys and girls 
become eligible to drive when they are 16. 
Many of them secure licenses on the strength 
of being able to make a car start, steer it 
half a mile or so, and make it stop again. 

Mr. Julien Harvey, who represents a coali- 
tion of 66 casualty insurance companies that 
spend several million dollars a year to spread 
the cause of safe driving, has said: “Every 
year almost 3,000,000 high-school students 
reach driving age. If we could get to them 
before they learn to drive, if we could impress 
on them — through a year of teaching safety 
in the classroom —~ all the things they need 
to know when they operate a car, we could 
save many of them from death or injury.” 

Mr. Harvey was not pioneering. Many 
high schools in the United States already 
conduct such courses. They have good 
textbooks, well-trained teachers. Almost 
everywhere local police departments gladly 
send traffic experts to lecture the classes. 

“‘More of our pupils will use automobiles 
than will ever use Latin or trigonometry,’ one 
teacher said to me. ““Why should we ignore 
that fact in our curriculum?”’ It’s a query 
many a school board might. ponder. 

Another item on the Conference’s agenda 
will be roads. Obsolete roads, built for the 
slow-moving vehicles of the ’20’s, are a serious 
source of danger. During the war the country

allowed many highways to fall into 
disrepair. Apart from what they 
do to tires, their ruts and holes can 
easily jerk a speeding car off its 
course and into trouble. 

All experts agree that uniformity 


of highway markings is desirable. ~ 


A single, nation-wide system of sig- 
nals, signs and markings, recogniz- 
able by every driver everywhere, 
would also go far toward increasing 
the safety of driving 

Baird Snyder, Assistant Ad- 
ministrator of the Federal Works 
Agency, recently pointed out: 
**The time is ripe to re-examine 
our traffic regulations with a 
view to bringing about a greater 
uniformity. 

*“*While certain local conditians 
often make special rules necessary, 
it seems altogether possible to 
eliminate some causes of confusion 
— and therefore of accidents — by 
bringing about some measure of 
standardization.”’ 


Pedestrians Err Too 


But the fault in an accident 
doesn't always lie with the driver 
or the road or the car or a mis- 
understood sign. Where pedestrians 
are involved, records show that 
fully two thirds of those killed on 
foot were themselves committing 
a violation of rules or were guilty 
of some unsafe act. 

Nevertheless, the driver must re- 
main the principal object of con- 
sideration. It is he and his car that 
fill the highways with potential 
death. When he is granted a 
driver's license, he is given charge 
of a weapon. 

It’s appalling to discover that 
three of our states require no 
licenses at all; in these states any- 


one can run a car — regardless of 
his previous experience, bad rec- 
ord or physical condition. On the 
other hand, there are states—Con- 
necticut, for instance — that have 
shown excellent results in reducing 
accidents by maintaining a strict 
supervision over licenses. 


Be Drastic! 


ConTINUED carelessness — which 
means continued contempt for 
other people's lives— has, of course, 
to be dealt with drastically, by 
the suspension or revocation of 
licenses. Connectrcut suspended 
the licenses of 9,478 drivers in 
1944 — the year its accident rate 
dropped so appreciably that it won 
the National Safety Council’s 
award. 

Our hope is that governors, 
mayors, police chiefs, educators, 
and everyone else who attends the 
conference will go home with mili- 
tant convictions about the job that 
has to be done. 

We expect about 1,500 people. 
If they will intensify local safety 
campaigns and will keep these 
campaigns going at top speed from 
month to month, from year to 
year, then we may well have saved 
tens of thousands of American lives. 

Twenty-eight thousand five hun- 
dred deaths and more than a mil- 
lion injuries a year, with the figures 
steadily mounting — that’s just 
too much for us to pay for the 
privilege of driving a car.

Baby Sitters sy emmy postr 


When they’re minding 


your children, here’s 
what to expect of them 


problem of how to treat 

] “sitters”’ is one faced by many 
young parents, and I constantly am 
being asked the following questions: 

Are sitters always high-school 
girls? Are there definite rules as to 
their duties? How much work can 
be expected of them? What are their 
privileges? 

Are they expected to do nothing 
but “sit?” Or should they occupy 
their time with such small tasks 
as light washing, pressing chil- 
dren’s things or darning and 
mending? Should they give the 
children their baths and put them 
to bed? Do older women ever serve 
as sitters? If so, are their duties and 
privileges different? 

Very young babies are usually left 
in care of older, experienced women. 
Sitters for older children are very 
often either high-school seniors or 
students at college who sit for two 
or three hours while parents go to 
a party, a meeting or the movies. 

They seldom look after children in 
the daytime, because they have to 
be in school. There are, however, 
many young women who, having free 
time and liking children, are willing 
to go out or stay home with them. 


It’s a Business 


I KNOW of a former practical nurse 
who lives alone in a 60-odd family 
apartment house in which most of 
the tenants are young married peo- 
ple with babies. Little by little she 
has taken on a stay-at-home variety 
of night duty — sitting with babies. 

Most of these are left sleeping in 
their carriages, with food and dia- 
pers and card directions as to when 
the bottles are to be prepared or 
other attention given. She also looks 
after a few other small children in 
cribs in a “dormitory.” It all began 
by offering to let one mother leave 
her baby in his carriage, and then 
another. Finally she had to move 


into the biggest apartment in the 
building. 

A similar story is that of a mother 
who is now living alone in a big 
house in a small country town. She 
takes care of her young neighbors’ 
babies on Saturday nights. They, 
too, are left in their carriages or on 
beds while parents go out. And even 
though it be preferred that children 
be left in their own beds at home, it 
is possible to carry youngsters home 
without waking them. 

The regular duties of a sitter are 
these: If she comes before supper 
and there is no one in the kitchen, 
it may be stipulated that she is to 
cook supper for the child and her- 
self, bathe him and put him to bed, 
wash the dishes and utensils she has 
used, and leave the kitchen in the 
order she found it. Whenever she is 
on duty with a young baby at a meal 
hour, food for her is provided. 


No Extra Work 


Ir sue arrives after supper, how- 
ever, she should not expect to have 
any food provided for her, nor may 
she help herself to anything in the 
icebox unless she is given permission. 

A sitter is not supposed to do any 
extra work at all: no washing, press- 
ing or mending of clothes and cer- 
tainly no family dishes! In time, if 
she takes care of the same child often 
and grows fond of a family, she may 
choose to volunteer anything she 
feels like doing. 

On the other hand, it is the young 
sitter’s duty to remember that she 
must not consider this evening time 
as social recreation. No boy friends 
or even girl friends may accom- 
pany her unless she has been 
told she may invite someone. 

Ordinarily she reads, studies, 
sews, knits or plays the radio softly. 
But her first duty is, of course, at- 
tending to the child in her care and 
observing whatever directions have 
been left for her. 

As for payment, I can say little 
because this naturally varies with 
the locality and the expertness of 
the sitter.

oy" AREN'T famous folks but 


our recipes are”— at least 
with our friends.”’ 

This was the note that came to 
our office along with a handful of 
recipes from Albert and Amelia 
Barty of Lake Geneva, Wis., who 
have lived in many lands and 
have eaten as the natives eat wher- 
ever they set up for housekeeping. 
“This rice recipe,’’ Mrs. Barty 
writes, “is from my husband's fam- 
ily. I hope you will try it. It’s a 
throwback to goodness knows 
when, and almost identical to a 
rice dish we met in Greece and 
later in Italy.”’ 


Our Fawerite Rice 


3 cups chicken broth 

2 tablespoons chicken fai from 

broth 

1 teaspoon tomato purée 

Salt and pepper to taste . 

1 cup white rice 

Combine chicken broth and fat 
with tomato purée and seasonings 
and bring to a brisk boil. Wash rice 
thoroughly under cold running 
water, add to broth. Bring to a 
boil, reduce heat to medium, par- 
tially cover pot and continue cook- 
ing 15 to 18 minutes, or until rice 
is soft when pressed between thumb 
and finger. During cooking stir 
occasionally, but carefully so as 
not to crush the kernels. The rice 
should be done as the last drop of 
broth is absorbed. If not, cover 
tightly, and simmer over very low 
heat five to 10 minutes until soft. 

It may take practice, Mrs. Barty 
warns, to get the rice tender at the 
particular moment the liquid is 
absorbed. “‘But the practice,”’ she 
adds, “is well worth the trouble, 
for the results are superb.” 

Serve the rice in a heated bow] 
and garnish top with finely cut 
pieces of chickeri liver which was 
simmered tender in the broth. 
Yield: 6 portions. 


One good recipe leads to an- 
other. Mrs. Barty begged this 
chicken dish from the matron of a 
nurses’ holiday home in Southern 
Switzerland. “The rice dish and 
the chicken,”’ she writes, “hobnob 
in perfect unity.” 


Chicken Swies Style 


1 four-pound hen, cut for 
stewing 

2 teaspoons salt 

5 tablespoons flour 

14 cup butter or margarine, 

melted 

1% tablespoons lemon juice 

Salt and pepper to taste 

Paprika 

Wash chicken pieces and wipe 
dry, place in kettle and half cover 
with cold water, cook slowly until 
half done, then add salt and cook 
one-half to two hours until tender. 
Remove chicken, boil broth un- 
covered-until reduced to two cups. 

When the chicken pieces are cool 
enough to handle, remove meat 
from bone and cut in serving pieces. 
Discard skin. Blend flour with fat; 
add chicken broth and cook until 
smooth, stirring constantly. Add 
lemon juice to taste. Season with 
salt, pepper and paprika. Add 
chicken meat and re-heat. Serve 
with the rice. Yield: 6 portions. 

With this chicken rice dinner, 
Mrs. Barty would have you serve 
fresh buttered garden peas, a tossed 
green salad, crisp, fresh French 
bread and for dessert cheese and 
crackers and a choice of fruits in 
the European manner. 

Another chicken recipe, this one 
a pie from Mrs. H. A. Dannecker, 
of Newcastle, Ind. She writes: 
“This recipe is taken from the 
scrapbook of my great, great Aunt 
Eliza, who came to this country 
from Ireland. It’s really tops and 
I would like to share it with TuHis 
WEEK readers.” 


Aunt Eliza’s Chicken Pie 


2 cups boiled rice 

2 cups milk 

2 well-beaten eggs 

2 tablespoons chopped onion 

1 teaspoon mace 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

Salt to taste 

2 cups cooked chicken 

4 cup buttered bread crumbs 

Mix rice with milk and beaten 
eggs, add seasonings. Place half 
mixture in a large baking dish and 
cover with half the chicken. Re- 
peat, sprinkle top layer of chicken 
with buttered bread crumbs. Bake 
in a moderate oven 300°F. for 50 
minutes. Serve with a tart jelly.

Nine hundred thousand Books- 
of-the-Month move their way into 
the home libraries of America 
every 30 days, wielding a tremen- 
dous persuasion in the reading 
tastes of the nation. 

Patronized by discriminating 
book buyers as “mass selection,” 
the “Month Books” still continue 
to grow steadily after 20 years, a 
fact the organization considers 
stout evidence of the soundness of 
the idea behind its business. 

Its first selection “Lolly Wil- 
lowes” by Sylvia Townsend War- 
ner in April, 1926, started a new 
chapter in the history of book dis- 
tribution.

W. E. Woodward, once a Constitution staff writer, never dreamed 
of writing a book until he was past 40 and rich. Then, bored half 
to death, he decided to give up his job as a banker and has since 
written 11 volumes. 

Woodward is in Atlanta this 
weekend, squiring his latest 
“Tom Paine, America’s Godfather,” 
which is his favorite among nis 
portraits of historical figures. He 
says he has a glow of satisfaction 
about giving the maligned Paine 
a little recognition as one of the 
founders of the Republic. 


He has done far more for Mr. 
Paine. He has shown him as the 
first champion of the Common 
Man, the proponent of human 
rights, freedom and equality. He 
has revealed it was Paine who in- 
spired the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and kept the spirit of the 
Revolution alive during its gasp- 
ing hours with his fiery writings. 


The record is set straight for 
Paine, who died in complete ob- 
scurity, with hardly a friend left 
in America. Woodward clears up 
the name which has been connect- 
ed for more than a century with 
all that was vile and hateful. 

Before Woodward became a 
chronicler of great figures of the 
past, he was first vice president of 
a Wall Street corporation that 
owned the controlling interest in 
more than seventy banks through- 
out the country.

The major error committed by 
poets is in assuming that the aver- 
age reader cannot comprehend the 
finer points and the subtleties of 
poetry.

It will be just 60 years next 
December since Henry Grady, of 
Georgia, carried the doctrine of a 
rising and stirring New South to 
New York and listened to the 
emotional Yankees cheer his mes- 
Sage and his oratory. As far as I 
can discover not a year has passed 
since without the resounding repe- 
tition of the expression of confi- 
dence that at last in certain glory 
the South was about to break for- 
ever its economic chains. The 
promise is as regular as spring. 
Mr. Haynes’ book is the 1946 ver- 
sion of the old promise. It will 
be as welcome as April in a South 
which is still poor around the 
pulp plants and under the oil 
derricks, but, black and white, is 
less satisfied to remain s0. 

The book appears at an impor- 
tant time. Like the rest of the 
nation, the South has been—and 
in many ways still is—transiently 
war rich. In terms of human 
skills acquired and wages earned 
it has made vast progress. People 
have poured out of the cotton 
fields to build ships and help 
make gasoline. But the postwar 
problem of the South even in Mr. 
Haynes’ chemurgic age—even in 
the atomic age—is not simple. A 
great part of the nation’s war 
spending in the South was in 
training camps which cannot be 
counted upon as a peacetime in- 
dustry. An unduly large share of 
its actual war industry has been 
in such things as shipyards and 
shell-loading plants which have a 
very low conversion count. Back 
of the crowded coastal towns 
things have been taking place in 
the agriculture from which the 
new welders, carpenters, steam- 
fitters and time-keepers were 
drawn.

Unfortunately, when Mr. Haynes | 
gets beyond the dramatic magic | 


of the things men can make from 
rosin and cotton seed, petroleum 
and sweet potatoes, he is perhaps 
inescapably vague about the ac- 
tual possibilities in employment 
in the products of the chemists. 
Such an estimate of jobs from 
discoveries might be asking too 
much even of a reporter of won- 
ders.

Back in the good old days be- 
fore the war some of my friends 
at college devised what 
thought then to be the most ad- 
vanced procedure for extracting 
the last ounce of good from ou!

The main Carnegie Library con- |

It 
has a fine collection of bound 
magazines, including _ scientific 
and technical journals. You may 
also find here a large array of 
government documents, well in- 
dexed and catalogued. 

FULL COVERAGE 

In the Periodical Department, 
the country’s leading newspapers 
and magazines may be found. A 
number of them later are bound 
and become a part of the Refer- 
ence Department. 

Of the 15 Carnegie branch li- 
braries, two are exclusively for 
Negroes. One of these is at the 
University Homes and the other 
is on Auburn Ave. 


~~ Three libraries are located in 


Fulton County outside the city 
limits. But there are still many 
points in the county not near any 
of these. Therefore, Miss Hinton 
hopes that a bookmobile—a li- 
brary on wheels—can be placed 
in operation throughout the coun- 
ty soon. 

One of the branch Carnegie li- 
braries in Atlanta serves five 
states. The Library for the Blind 
on Piedmont Avenue sends Braille 
books and talking volumes to all 
parts of Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, North Carolina and South 
Carolina. Its total circulation last 
year was 23,095. 

Talking books (recorded litera- 
ture) are much more popular 
than those in Braille, John Kelly, 
head librarian, reports. One of the 
longest—and most popular—talk- 
ing record collections is the Bible. 

Besides its public libraries, Ful- 
ton County has numerous public 
school and university libraries. 
¥very school in the county has 
some kind of book collection to 
supplement textbooks.

In no field of recent Southern literature has there been a more significant or valuable 
contribution than that of Southern military history, both in quantity and quality.

The last three such books were 
John B. Gordon’s “Reminiscenses 
of the Civil War” (1905), E. P. 
Alexander’s “Military Memories of 
a Confederate” (1907), and John 
S. Mosby’s “Stuart’s ny? J in 
the. Gettysburg Campaign” (1908) 

Alexander’s book is practically 
the last of the first period and the 
first of the second, and in it for 
the first time appears objective 
reporting and analysis. 

However, G. F. R. Henderson’s 
“Jackson” (1898) had already 
blazed the path since it was the 
first time that a foreigner had 
treated our war history from the 

rofessiona] soldier’s point of view. 
t was too soon after Appomattox 
to be entirely free of partisanship, 
which: furnished the one and only 
weakness of the book, not a seri- 
ous one, but a weakness all the 
same. Nevertheless, Henderson’s 
work had a numerous progeny 
and the books of the present pe- 
riod can very well look on him as 
—at the very least—a collateral 
ancestor. 

In 1899 Dr. John A. Wyeth pub- 
lished his monumental “Life of 
Forrest,” the finest of the books 
of the first period, and though he, 
too, as was natural in an ex-Con- 
federate soldier, was prone to 


find that Forrest never did any-| 


thing wrong, or at least not very 
wrong, it is certain that nothing 
can be written on that fascinating 
figure without copious use of the 
Wyeth book.

from shirt and shorts to evening 
gowns and lipstick.

“Seventeen” is in part a comment 
on our high-pitched, fast-paced age, 
in part a difference in the climate 
between Indiana and Georgia, but 
mostly the general trend toward 
realism on the part of authors. 

Even so, many readers with 
children of their own will object 
that most girls 12 are not as tough 


dirt, sweat, mental agony, tenden- 
cies toward murder, suicide, rob- 


bery and self-delusion. 


My own thought is that Frankie 
could easily exist as an individual 
but that she can scarcely be de-
